ART. 1. To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. 


ART. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be deemed necessary for the main- 
tenance of the poor, for laying out and repairing highways, building and repairing 
bridges, and for necessary charges arising within the town. 


ArT. 3. Tosee if the Town will vote the use of the Town Hall to the different 
societies in said Town for expenses. 


ArT. 4. Tosee if the Town will vote to make a five per cent. discount on all taxes 
paid on or before July 15, 1910. 


ArT. 5. Tosee if the Town will vote to let the Selectmen deliver the inventory’ 
blanks at the time of making the inventory. 


ART. 6. To seeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate the amount of money 
necessray to secure State aid for the permanent improvement of highways under the 
law passed at the January session, 1905. 


ART. 7. To see if the Town will vote to license a junk dealer. 


ART. 8. To see if the Town will vote to accept $100 i in trust, the interest to be ex- 
pended annually, for the care of the Timothy Holden lot in Forest Hill Cemetery. 


_ ART. 9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise to be used in repair- 
ing the highway from the four corners South of Frank Smith’s to the depot, on main road 
from Unity to North Charlestown. 


ART. 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to purchase a snow- 
roller to to be used in the Hemlock district. 


ART. 11. Tosee if the Town will vote to repair and widen the socalled Briggs tearier . 
and appropriate money for the same. 


ART. 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Water Commissioners to ex- . 
tend its water system to any part of the town, provided they receive a guaranty of eight 
per cent per annum on the cost of the same, and authorize the Selectmen of the town to. 
borrow money on the credit of the town, on its promissory notes or otherwise, to defray 
the expense of the same. 


ART. 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Water Commissioners to pur- 
chase any lands adjoining or near to the upper reservoir connected with its water works; 
or make any other arrangements with the owners of said lands, so as to protect the 
supply of water in said reservoir; and also authorize said Water Commissioners to pay 
for the same out of any money that may come into their hands from said Water Works. 


ART. 14. To see what action the Town will take to provide new quarters for the Fire 
Department, and what sum of money the town will raise for the same. : 


ART. 15. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to remove the 
Selectmens’ office into the room formerly occupied by E. Cooley, and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 

ART. 16. To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting. 

By agreement between Town Officers the business of the day will be taken up at | 
eleven o’clock A. M., and the polls will be closed at three o’clock P. M., if no objection is 
made.

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Report of the Board of Health.

During the past year there have been two outbreaks 
of diphtheria. One in April at the house near the station 
formerly known as the Citizens house. A close quarantine 
and the use of antitoxin kept any further spread on this 
occasion. © 


Again in September the disease appeared almost 
simultaneously in three different localities. One in the 
village, another a short distance out and the third in the 
family of John Rich at Bowen’s Mills. Five children were 
ill in the latter place. Quarantine and the persistent use 
of antitoxin kept the disease well in check and there 
were no outbreaks elsewhere. All recovered. 


Pathological examinations were made of the mucous 
from the throats of these cases at the New Hampshire 
State Laboratory of Hygiene at Hanover, N. H., a wiping 
upon a piece of cotton enclosed in a tube prepared for the 
purpose being the method of conveyance from the patient _ 
to the laboratory. } 


The finding of the diphtheretic bacillus by microscrop- 
ical examination is proof positive of the nature of the 
disease. Such a finding was the result of the examination 
in the above cases. But the State Board of Health 
cautions physicians in attendance upon suspicious cases of 
sore throat not to hesitate to take proper measures to 
safeguard the public until three negative reports have 
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been made upon the specimen taken from the throat of 
such a suspected case. 


ANTITOXIN 


Occasionally it is reported that parents and friends 
are fearful of ill effects from the use of this serum. The 
present exact and scientific method of preparation of this 
remedy seems to preclude all possible danger of any form 
whatever from its use. 

The prompt use of a dose of 5000 units, in our experi- 
ence, seem little less than marvellous. It is claimed that 
the reasons why the disease is not more amenable to the 
use of antitoxin is on account of too small dosage. On 
account of its expense a dose of about 500 or 1000 units is 
the one used, being one-tenth to one-fifth of the standard 
dose. Often, in mild cases, a second injection is not re- 
quired, and it is said that one child on the verge of death 
was given in a few hours 100,000 units and recovered. 

The expense of one proper sized dose is $7.50—a cost- 
ly dose maybe, but cheap when it is remembered that it 
will probably save a human life. 


THE COMMON HOUSE FLY 


It is not possible to trace the origin of the afore-men- 
tioned cases of diphtheria. But during the the months of 
August and September, 1909, flies were almost unprece- 
dentally numerous. They may have been the carriers of 
the disease. Did you ever stop to consider where the fly 
got his breakfast before he took his bath in your glass of 
milk, or before he walked around and over your nice slice 
of steak? This same fly is rapidly becoming recognized 
~ as one of our greatest menaces to health. He deserves to 
be watched and to be screened away from every article of 
food and drink that is not to be cooked before it is eaten. 
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The following, printed by the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, is instructive: 


SANITARY MAXIMS 


Clean water, clean food, clean streets, clean houses, 
keep us healthy. 

Buy food at the cleanest stores only. Buy only clean, 
fresh food. 

Refuse to take food handled by dirty hands. Insist 
upon its being well wrapped. Paper bags are best. 

Buy only the purest candies. 

Do not buy decayed food because it is cheap. 

Does your grocer keep his butter and milk in clean, 
cold places, and are they kept covered? Does he keep his 
candies, figs, dates, berries, lettuce, bread, etc., exposed 
to flies and dust from the street, in shop or show window? 
Flies carry dirt and disease to food and man. 

Urge dealers to keep their goods off the sidewalk. 
There is danger of disease in street dirt. 

Refuse to buy food sold in open buckets which stand 
uncovered in the store day after day. 


Every year brings fewer complaints to the local health 
officer regarding water supply and drains. This is attrib- 
uted wholly to the unlimited supply of good drinking wa- 
ter with which the village is provided. 

Your Board of Health has been asked by some of the 
school teachers for a remedy to cure untidy scholars. 
Those who are not only untidy, but whose bodies—if the 
teachers’ noses are as keen as their eyes—have not been 
properly washed, and have not sufficiently often received 
a change of fresh clothing. 
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Godliness is the highest standard for human attain- 
ment. ‘‘Cleanlinessis next to Godliness.’’ The latter 
only requires the dilligent use of soap and water. Almost 
any child old enough to attend school can keep their own 
person sweet and clean.

¢ The past year has been one of good work and progress 
in all the schools. Under the direction of the Superin- 
tendent the work has been systematic; the teachers have 
proved themselves efficient; and the school standard has 
been proportionately raised. 


The increased attendance has made necessary the 
employment of an assistant teacher in the primary grades 
of the village schools. This is a most important matter, 
as much of the progress made by a child through the 
school years depends on getting the right kind of a start. 
We feel that the strengthening of this department will be 
justified by the more satisfactory progress through the 
grades of the classes now starting. 


Thirty-six weeks of school constitute the present 
school year, and itis hoped to maintain or increase that 
length of term. 
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The special repairs authorized on the South Charles- 
town schoolhouse have been made, and the building is 
believed now to be as nearly satisfactory, from a sanitary 
point of view, as is possible. The expense statement is as 
follows:

It is to be regretted that the percentage of attendance 
at the South Charlestown school should continue to be the 
lowest in town. This is chiefly due to the attitude of 
certain parents who appear blind to their children’s best 
interests, and make little or no effort to keep them in 
school. With some, absence is encouraged whenever 
there is work at which the children can be profitably em- 
‘ployed. With such an influencein a community, the school 
must languish. 


The repairs authorized in District No. 8 were carried 
out and the school re-established. The children in District 
No. 9 came to No. 8, thus doing away with a five-scholar 
school and giving No. 8 some eighteen pupils. A Massa- 
chusetts normal school graduate was engaged, and has 
taught a most satisfactory year. The attendance has been 
excellent, and parents and scholars have shown a lively 
interest in the school.

SCHOOL BOARD. 


Report of the Superintendent. of Schoote 


The School Board of the School eas of the Town of 
Charlestown, 


Madam and Gentlemen: ; herewtth present to vou 
my fifth annual report, the sixth in the series. 


My report may be shorter than in former years, but I 
have selected those topics that seem important and none 
others. Of these none are more important than that of 


ATTENDANCE 


The question of attendance, always important, has 
become more so on account of a bit of legislation of the 
-last session. By this the district received $1 a week for 
each week of the school year for every twenty-five pupils, 
or major part thereof, counted by their AVERAGE DAILY 
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ATTENDANCE. This number, twenty-five, hasn’t any 
reference to the number of pupils in any school, but rather 
the question is “‘How many pupils are there in school, in 
town, on the average, every school day of the year? For 
instance there were last year 220 different pupils in 
school. Of these there were on the average 191 in school 
every day that school was in session. The basis of calcu- 
lation is 191, not 220. In 191 there are seven 25’s and 
16 more, which is a, ‘‘major part’’ of 25 and therefore 
counts the same as a full 25. If there had been 187 pupils 
by average attendance, only four less, we would have re- 
ceived the benefit derived from only seven 25’s, but as it 
was we were credited for eight. | 

_ As there were 35 weeks in the. school year, $35 was 
paid into the district treasury for every 25 pupils and the 
whole amount was $35 x 8. - 

I have gone into the details of this subject in order 
that every citizen, specially every parent, may see that he 
may be keeping money out of the treasury if his child is 
not in school and that it is for the financial advantage of 
every citizen to use his influence to. promote a good 
attendance. | 

Thus far the cacaterer in the schools appears ° to be less 
than last year. The whole number of different pupils is 
about 200 and the average daily attendance 180.. Doubt- . 
less some absences are on account of sickness, but ‘the 
greater part of the rest are needless.

HELPFUL LEGISLATION 7 


By means of laws passed by the last state legislature, 
Charlestown incommon with other towns of its class is 
enjoying certain financial advantages. The class includes 
those towns whose population is not more than 3500. The 
object of the laws passed is to equalize school privileges 
for all children. Itis well known that some small and 
poor towns maintain but a very short school year and 
employ teachers who do not command the highest salary. 


By one of the laws referred to, the School District 
shall receive $2 a week for each teacher employed: who is 
a Normal School graduate or who holds a certificate 
granted by the state. Thus it will be seen that itis the | 
purpose of the state to assist the smaller and weaker towns 
to secure and retain the best teachers. For it is expected 
that ultimately the $2-a-week will be added to the salary 
of such teachers as are worth the money. It is NOT to 
beadded to the salary of teachers without regard to 
deserts. 


It is the policy of the school aitheritine iohtle it 
seems to me, to fill vacancies, as they occur, with teachers 
qualified to draw this aid from the state. During the 
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present school year two of our teachers have taken and 
passed the examination that puts them in thisclass. The 
two new teachers hired this year are graduates of normal 
schools.

thers’ meetings are being held with: ake (ENS and 
with much profit to all, I believe. Until the present school 
year both teachers and Superintendent found it very diffi- 
cult to attend these meetings without the loss of consider- 
able time from school hours, as we held them on the school 
days of the week. In the case of some teachers an entire 
half-day would be lost if they attended, so we often held a 
meeting without the attendance.of such, which of course 
was not satisfactory, as it was not fair. Finally it 
occurred to us to hold the meetings on Saturday every 
four weeks. Of course there was in our mind the natural 
objection that Saturday belongs to the teacher and we 
had no right to ask her to give the day, or any part of it, 
to school work. But I consider it worthy of mention that 
there is not one of our teachers that does not seem per- 
fectly willing to give Saturday afternoon to this purpose, 
some making considerable sacrifice of time, expense and 
comfort to do it. 


These meetings are entirely informal, a thee is 
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the free discussion by all, not merely of the theories. and 
methods of teaching, but also the practical school-room 
problems and difficulties that come into the experience of 
every teacher. 


Through these meetings the work of all the schools is 
more easily unified and kept abreast, as it should be, help- 
ful hints are given and received, each made to feel that 
her work is an important part of a larger whole. All 
these and the social contact are a means of great help and 
inspiration to all. 


I would state that the Superintendent does not count 
his time so spent and deduct it from the day that belongs 
to the District every week. The District has received its | 
full day, besides any of the Saturday work he has ever 
done. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 


The crowded condition of the primary room at Charles- 
town was referred to last year. This year the condition 
has been improved by providing an assistant for a part of 
the day, the additional expense being met by means of the 
new state aid. This arrangement is an improvement, but 
it should not be allowed to become permanent, because it 
‘is not the best arrangement that can be made. There 
must be more or less confusion where two are teaching at 
the same time in the same room. ‘Thus the teaching is 
less effective. The air space is not sufficient for forty-odd 
children. Thus the health of the pupils suffers. There is 
still another consideration. The number of pupils of first 
grade that entered school in September, 1908, was very 
_ large. That of last September was still larger. The in- 
dustrial growth of the village would justify the prophecy 
that the attendance will continue to increase. This being

the case an additional room will be a matter of immediate 
and imperative necessity. 


The Superintendent would also recommend that we 
lengthen our school year to 36 weeks. We need that 
amount of time to keep our work fully abreast with that 
of other good schools that have a 36-week year. 


The consolidation of the two Hemlock schools proves a 
distinct advantage. More blackboard is needed and the 
space is available. There should also be another toilet 
room so that the two sexes will not be obliged to use the 
same one, a practice that is sure to affect both manners 
and morals even under the best possible management. .A 
small urinal should be furnished for the boys’ toilet.

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Report of the Supervisor of Music 


In the music eourse in our schools much effort has 
been put forth to get the children interested, and we 
believe in the lower grades there are very few children 
who do not take part in the music-lesson. 


We have devoted considerable time to the producing 
of the sustained tone, believing that if a child acquires the 
ability to sing one long tone all the others can be taught 
and the child’s musical sense aroused. The boys in the 
intermediate grades find after all that they have some fine 
voices, and that music can be really enjoyed in the upper 
rooms where, on account of the small numbers, we have 
necessarily few basses, but even with the handicap of 
small numbers the music is participated in with a great 
deal of vigor and enthusiasm. 


We have put the rooms together many times, which 
creates a better spirit and produces more volume, which is 
always encouraging to those taking part. 


-At North Charlestown two part music has been 
attempted, and the evident pleasure manifest in these 
attempts is- an indication that the musical sense of the 
children has been awakened. 


We.wish to acknowledge the good will and support 
of the grade teacher, without whose help and influence 
music would suffer much.

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Report of the Supervisor of Drawing 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

“Art is nota thing to be done, but the best way of 
doing whatever needs to be done.’’— Warner. 

As the people of today desire more of the beautiful, so 
art instruction in the public schools becomes more impor- 
tant each year and the necessity of developing in children 
observation, good taste and power of expression. 

It is exceptional for a child not to like to draw, so it is 
the duty of every teacher to encourage that natural inclin- 
ation, and, making it attractive, guide each individual, 
step by step, ina regular course of training the artistic 
sense which should give opportunity to develop personality 
and independence of thought, not necessarily making an 
artist of every child. 

We follow the state course in drawing, which is 
well adapted to public school use, recommending by 
seasons, as it does, the different subjects for study, and 
leaving to supervisor and grade teacher opportunity for 
original work and the correlation of drawing with other 
studies. 

The excellent work done by both pupils and grade 
teachers during the past year is not only encouraging to 
one looking for progress in all that pertains to public 
schools, but also convincing of the importance of including 
the study of drawing in the requirements of public school 
work.
